DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The amended 
claims 1-4 includes limitation "remove a portion of the surface layer" in the gas phase 
etching step to emphasize that not all of the surface layer is removed that distinguishes 
the claimed invention from the teaching of Butterbaugh wherein the silicon oxide 
contaminants are removed to reveal a pristine silicon surface.
